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REMARKS 

The present Amendment is in response to the Official 
Action mailed October 19, 2007. Claim 1 has been amended. 
Therefore, claims 1-14, 17, 18, and 20-23 remain currently 
pending. The following sets forth Appliccuits* comments relating 
to currently pending claims and the Action. 

As an initial matter. Applicants thank the Examiner 
for taking the time on September 7, 2007 to discuss this matter 
with their undersigned counsel. In that discussion. Applicants* 
counsel agreed to amend independent claim 1 in accordance with 
suggestions made by the Examiner in the Action. Specifically, 
independent claim 1 has been amended to clearly define the 
elongate slot as having a length and a width, where the length 
is greater than the width. As was indicated by the Examiner in 
both the Action and the aforementioned telephone discussion, 
independent claim 1, as amended, now constitutes allowable 
subject matter. 

Given the Examiner's admission that a claim which 
reads in accordamce with the above amended independent claim 1 
constitutes allowable subject matter. Applicants will not 
discuss any of the rejections set forth in the outstanding 
Action. Because of the allowcQjility of independent claim 1, 
Applicants note that its dependent claims are also allowcdDle. A 
dependent claim is necessarily narrower thcui an independent 
claim from which it properly depends. Applicants also point out 
that the Examiner has either indicated as allowcQ^le or singly 
not rejected each of the remaining claims. As such, in light of 
all of the above. Applicants respectfully request the present 
case be moved into a condition of allowance. 

In view of the above, each of the presently pending 
claims in this application is believed to be in immediate 
condition for allowcuice. Accordingly, the Examiner is 

respectfully requested to withdraw the outstanding rejection of 
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the claims axid to pass this application to issue .
